Plan, and highly orthodox, preſented to the People of

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England, by a Fanatic Preacher, in Return for a Deluge 
of their Blood, and Millions of their Treaſure, laviſn'd 
in his Defence from Slavery, Can it be already forgot, 
how few Years have gone over us, ſince we had Reaſon 
to fear that each Day's Sun would be the laſt that ſhould 
light us in a State of Liberty?

This Expreſſion, tho' in an 
Almanack, would have been noted with ſome public Mark of Diſ- 
ꝓprobation in other Colonies, upon which the Doctor beſtows che 
Epithet of heatheniſh, g 
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% People of England.” Who can read this without be- 
ing put in Mind of a Bit of red Fleſh that one often ſees 
growing on the Top of a Dunghill Cock's Head? 

Bur the Doctor ſeems in Haſte to complete the Cha- 
racter of an unrelenting Bigot, and beſtows his Filth and 
Abuſe, very liberally, upon the Southern Colonies alſo. 
In the 110th Page of his Reveries, he ſpeaks of what the 
Society ought to have done for the Heathen, or for 
the Colonies in a State little better than Heatheniſm.” 
And in the 151 Page, he charges the Society with neg- 
« leQing both the Indians themſelves, and thoſe heatheniſh 
„ Colonies, which are the proper Odjects of their In- 
« ſtitution.” Here the Duplicity of his Charge, proves 
that by heatheniſh Colonies, he means the Englz/þ of thoſe 
Colonies. I wiſh the Doctor had thought fit to have 
given us the Names of thoſe heatheniſn Colonies, or told 
how he came to know they were heatheniſh. All our 
Colonies are proſeſſedly Chriſtians; and if the Doctor 
will allow Morals to be comprehended in Chriſtianity, I 
mean an obedient and reſpectſul Behaviour to Rulers, 
and Magiſtrates, a civil and peaceable Demeanour 
towards one another, and to Strangers, a punctual 
Payment of Debts, with a laudable Induſtry ; if theſe 
may be allowed to be Marks of Chriſtianity, and the 
Doctor's two Chriſtian Colonies, where he faith the So- 
cicty have Nothing to do, were brought into Competi- 
tion with the Southern Ones, in thefe Reſpects, the For- 
mer would ſuffer greatly by the Compariſon, Wha are 
they that have been printing Scandal tor fix Months laſt 
paſt, in News- Papers, about their beſt and wiſeſt Magi- 
ſtrates? And does the Doctor know of no Body that 
have countenanced or aſlifled them? But it ſeems the 


Southern Colonies have no Eſtabliſhment for Indepen- 


dent. Miniſters, no folemn Dump and Grimace in their 
Countenances and Behaviour, and ſo are Heathens. I 
think it was the Knight's Head, in the Spectator, that 
by clapping on a Pair of Whiſkers, and aggravating a 
Feature or two, was converted into that of a Saracen 3 
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but leſs Labor, and fewer Alterations, would convert the 
Doctor into a St. Dominick, marching at the Head of an 
Army of Fanatics, with a Sword in one Hand, and a 
Platform in the other. 


3 Tux Biſhops of England are in general of the Society 
and the Doctor, in the 142d Page of his Book, ſpeaking

« which | am not willing to think, the Words of the 
« Apoſtle to Annanias, who kept back Part of the 
« Price, &c, would be very applicable to this Caſe.” 
Now in the foregoing Page the Doctor tells us, what 
this unjuſt Thing is, which the Society has done, 
and: that he is not willing to think to be done deſignedly, 
where uſing the Metaphor of a Steward, he repreſents 
them “ abuſing their Truſt, and alienating the Money 
committed to them, from the particular Deſigns of it.” 
It ſeems the Society are not only Men of deep Deſign, 
but their Money is very deſigning Money. No Doubt 
the Doctor was taught ro apply to Things inanimate, 
Qualities proper only to rational Beings, at the ſame 
Place where the People of New England are all made 
Philoſophers and Divines, 'and has carried it abroad to 
adorn his Stile, and enrich our Language. And in the 
112th Page, we are told wherein this Abuſe and Aliena- 
tion conliſts, viz. in their ſinking no inconſiderable 
Sum in the Epiſcopal Gulph of New- England.” I 
fancy'a ſmall Part of this Sum might have put a Gown 
vpon the Doctor's Back, if the Society could have 
thought him worthy of wearing it: And its not being 
offered, the Doctor may have conſtrued the Omiſſion 
into a Miſapplication of the Money. Now could the 
Doctor think that the Society ſent Miſſionaries to New- 
England, without deſigning to do it? Or is he not willing 
tO think it was deſignedly done, after he has expreſsly 
charged the Church and them, in his 156th Page, with 
berſecuting Independents out of the old World, *

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fuing them into the New, to convert them there? There- 
fore the Doctor's heſitating about their Deſign in his 
Charge. againſt chem of Sacrilege, is only in Imitation 
of others who have wrote Scandal of their Superiors: In 
ſuch Performances, dark Phraſes are to be ſtudied, and 
confuſed Deſcriptions will be frequent, with a. Perplex- 
ity of Expreſſion, between ſaying what the Writer's 
Raacour will not let him withold, and nne what 
his Fear will not let him ſpeak out. 


4 Anon dsr the venerable, and truly reſpeckable 
Names upon the Society's Liſt, as Members, ave theſe 
noble ones ;—Joun LoxD CARTER ET, LoxD BALTI. 
MORE, Lord DicBy, Lord Viſcount TVYVRCONNELI, 
beſides Sir JohN BzRNARD, ennobled. by. bis high 
Accompliſhments, eminent Services, and many Virtues. 
It is theſe, among others, that the Doctor in his 
29th Page, has charged with turning their Arms, 
« as it were, againſt other Proteſtants, and expending 
« a great Proportion of their Money in ſupporting 
« a Party.” And in Page 107, that they ** have 
« long had a formal Deſign to diſſolve and root out all 
c the New-Exgland Churches.“ Now all theſe Arms, 
and this formal Defign, the Doctor himſelf explains to 
mean no more than that they have been inſtrumental in 
giving an Opportunity to ſuch. of the People of New 
England, as had a Mind to worſhip GOD, according to 
the *Church of England, 
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Her * Sages, dignify'd in Law, 


Each ignorant as a Tartar ; 
That none for ſixty Years laſt paſt, 


Could explain an Engliſh Charter, 
VI. 
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Tux laſt Clauſe of the Society's Charter is in the 
following Words, And our further Will and Plea- 
e ſure is, that the ſaid Society, ſhall yearly and every 
& Year, give an Account, in Writing, to Our Lord 
« Chancellor, or Lord Keeper of the Great Seal of 
* England, for the Time being, the Lord Chief Juſtice 
« of the King's Bench, and the Lord Chief Juſtice of 
* the Common Pleas, or any Two of them, of the ſeve- 
ral Sum or Sums of Money by them receiv*d and laid 
© out by Virtue of theſe Preſents, or any other Authority 
c hereby given; and of the Management and Diſpoſition 
* of the Revenues and Charities aforeſaid.” 

Now the ſole Head of Charge, brought by the Doc- 
tor, againſt the Society, and which he ſometimes calls a 
Perverſion, and at other Times a Miſapplication of the 
Money committed to their Truſt, is, that they have ſpent * 
ſome Part of it upoa Miſſions in New - England, where the 
Inhabitants had before the Means of Religion, after the 
Congregational or Preſbyterian Modes, as he calls it ; 
which the Doctor ſaith, according to the true Meaning 
and Intent of the Charter, they are not allowed to do; 
and to find this Meaning in the Charter, he has ſpent One 
Hundred and Seventy-ſix Pages, which, by the Way, is 
Proof enough that it is not to be found at all. The Loca- 
lity of this Grant, is ſettled by a poſitive Term, which in 
the Law of England, hath a known and definite Meaning; 
the Words are, beyond the Seas; and theſe Words have al- 
ways been adjudged to comprehend all Territories, Great- 
; * | Britai;: 
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Britain and Ireland only excepted, and ſometimes Ireland 


too. Now the legal and known Meaning of theſe Words, 


the Doctor would controul, and form an Exception againſt 
them by Implication, Which ſhould have all the Effect of 
a Proviſo ; and to this Purpoſe has been wandering 
through the Charter, putting to Torture every plauſible 
Word, even to the Seal and Device of the Scciety ; but 
this often happens to Men of Levity, that will be ſcrib- 
bling out of their Profeſſion. It can be remembered 
when ſetting up Intents againſt the plain Words of-Laws 
and Crown Grants, was uſed very ſucceſsfully by Fana- 
tics, even until it became a Menſtruum for diſſolving all 
Regal Authority, and unhinging the Government. But 
what I chiefly purpoſe to Ihew in this Place, is, that the 
Doctor hath been miſtaken again in his 12th Page, where 
he faith, that © other People have a Right to give their 
* Opinion about the Manner that the charitable Fund (mea- 
ning the Society's Fund) is employed; and even pub- 
„ licly to remonſtrate againſt any Mitapplication of it.“ 
Now, if by giving Opinions, and remonſtrating, the Doctor 
means charging the Society with a Perverſion of the 
'harity, in a printed Addreſs to the People, he is wreng 
becauſe the whole Demeanour of the Society, whillt they 
execute the diſcretionary Powers granted them, and par- 
ticularly their Management and Diſpoſition of the 
Revenues and Charitics that ſhould come to their 
Hands, is by the Charter, put under the Inſpection, and 
made ſubject to the Controul of the three greateſt Magiſ- 
trates; and who, from the Rank they hold, are always the 
firſt Lawyers in the Nation. And the Society, for their 
own Honor, and for the private Satisfaction of Givers, as 
well as for the Preſervation of their Charter, have been 
puactual in ſubmitting to this Inquiry, and have 
laid before their 'Logdſhips, once a Year, a very partt- 
cular and exact Account how this Charity was diſpoſed 
of; contained in a printed Liſt, upon which were the 
Names and Places of Abode of every Miſſionary and 


School-Miſter under their Employment, and what each 
| one 


is 


one received for his Services; therefore, their Lordſhips, 
who fat at this Inquiry, could not be ignorant that there 
were Miſſions in New-England : Nor could their Lord- 
ſhips want any Information about the Proviſion made for 
Congregational Miniſters, in the Maſſachuſetts ; becauſe 
they are always of his Majeſty's Privy Council, where the 
Laws by which this Proviſion was made, were ratified. 
And indeed, it is nothing leſs than impeaching their Lord- 
ſhip's Characters as Judges, to ſuppoſe that they would 
enter upon and finiſh ſuch an Inquiry, without being fully 
informed about every Matter of Fact, which the Charter 
made neceſſary” to be known. But ſuch bath beea the 
Conduct of the Society, that it has ever met with their 
Lordſhips Approbation. But it ſeems they had not a 
ſufficient Underſtandirg in the Law for explaining the 
Chrater, and the Doctor has ſupplied it to them. 

Tre Donations to this charitable Purpoſe, were be- 
ſtowed, ſubject to be diſpoſed of according to the Terms 
of the Charter, whica were only at the Diſcretion of the 
Society, with the Approbation of the Lord Chancellor, 
and Lords Chief Juſtices of England ; they have ever 
been ſo diſpoſed of; and this ſatisfies the Conditions of 
the Charter; and no Contributor has complained : This 
annual Inquiry was all the Cenſure that the Society's Con- 
duct was by Law ſubjected to, and every Year's Apptoba- 
tion of their Lordſhips, is their lawial Acquittal for that 
Year. This is a Commiſſum Hidei to the Society; they 
have rendered the Accounts of their Truſt before their 
Judges, and are diſcharged by the Laws of the Land. 
But it ſeems Doctor AIiybero, an Independent Preacher 
of New- England, was not conſulted upon the Appiica- 
tion of theſe Monies; and beciuſe he thinks they Might 
have been better laid our, he has thougit fic to compoſe 
and put in Print, a Livel addreſſad to the People of New- 
England, impzaching the wiole Society, and chargiag 
them poanvely with a Breach of their Trust; and t. 
render them as odious and deteſtable as poſtivi- , Con- 
demas then as Crimiaals equal in Guile with Aunaztas 
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and Sapphira, who were ſtrut dead by Divine Vengence. 
Not the leaſt Reſpect is ſhewn to the Judgment of that 
auguſt Court before whom they accompted, nor to the 
high Rank which many of the Society hold in the Na- 
tion, which, by the Way, may bring the Author within 
the Reach of thoſe Laws that aggravate the Crime of 
writing Scandal, however ſecure he may think himſelf. 
He mentions Scotland, as if he had a ſecret Hope of 
taking Shelter there ; but had a Clergyman of that 
Church, committed ſuch an Outrage, he would have been 
pnniſhed with immediate Deprivation ; for as neither the 
Liberty nor Property of any Subject could be concerned 
in this Diſpute, every one muſt ſee that it could be taken 
up for no other Cauſe but that of FILLING THE Minps 
OF His MAIESTV's SUBJECTS WITH FALSE FEARS, AND 
TO RENDER THEM UNEASY UNDER HIS GOVERNMENT. 

Bur ſuch is the Genius and Spirit of Fanaticiſm, that 
if one of theſe lewd Actors, can but find a Means of entan- 
gling his Intereſts, or his private Prejudices, with what- 
ever his Phrenſy diſpoſes him to call Religion, he keeps 
no Meafures, nor obſerves either Decencies or Civilities; 
his Intereſts are become the Cauſe of GOD, Kings are 
called ſcepter'd Tyrants, Laws that ſtand in his Way, 
are Humane Ordinances, and Dignities conferred by the 
State, are Pri: .cipalities and Spiritual Wickedneſſes in 
High Places ; on an Admonition, he mends upon your 
Hands, and it is Ten to One, but he diſcharges a Volley 
of Scripture full in the Face of his Adviſer ; out of 
which, allowing him but the ſame Licence the Doc- 
tor * in interpreting Charters, he ſhall pick you a 
Text in ſupport of every Villainy he is diſpoſed to per- 

etrate. 

Ix this Place alſo, it may be proper to make an Eſti- 
mate of the intrinſic Worth and Value of a Compliment, 
which the Doctor has made to the King, in the latter 
End of his Buck, and in theſe Words, ** But Gop be 
& praiſed, we have a King, whom Heaven long preſerve 


be and proſper, too wile, juſt and * to be put upon any 
«a violent 
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violent Meaſures, to gratify Men of this Turn of 
« Mind.” This I dare affirm to be true; but how con- 
ſiſtent is it with what precedes it in the ſame Section, in 
theſe Words, When we conſider the real Conſtitution 


of the Church of England; and how aliene her Mode 


« of Worſhip is from the Simplicity of the Goſpel and 
* the Apoſtolic Times; when we conſider her enormous 
“ Hierarchy, aſcending by various Gradations, from 
e the Dirt to the Skies.“ Now this Religion, which the 
Doctor affirms to be fo aliene from the Simplicity of the 
Goſpel, he knows to be the Religion of this wiſe, juſt 
and good King; and this good King, is the very Head 
of this Hierarchy, which the Doctor calls enormous, and 
repreſents as ſpringing out of the Dirt, and aſcending to 
the Skies. And every one knows that the Hierarchy or 
Epiſcopal Government of the Church of England, was 
firſt formed in Acts of Parliament, and at preſent ſub- 
fiſts upon them. In the Doctor's Metaphor, theſe Acts 
of Parliament muſt of Neceſſity be repreſented by the 
Dirt. There is no cool Man of the Doctor's own Church, 
will-call theſe Expreſſions either decent or prudent, or 
will tell him that any Point is to be gained by uſing 
them; no Body can be deceived by his Behaviour; One 
Hundred and Seventy- ſix Pages are ſpent in Abuſe upon 
his Majeſty's Religion and Adminiſtration, and three 
Lines of Compliment upon his Perſon, are put in to make 
Atonement. But this is not new; for the moſt peſti- 
lent Writers that have dar'd to diſturb and inſult Go- 
vernment, have not been wanting on certain Occaſions, 
to gild over their Poiſon with Profeſſions of exact Obedi- 
ence, and now and then with the moſt nauſeous and ful- 
ſome Flatteries; and this laſt, is a Kind of Incenſe, 
which this Writer, at Times, offers to his Prince; and no 
Doubt expects to find it an Excuſe for whatever may be 
laid to his Charge on the Score of Obedience : But theſe 
Expedients have long ſince been exploded. To obey 18 
better than Sacrifice, and to hearken than the Fat of Rams. 
Many a good Man is not of the Religion of his 3 
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but, at the ſame Time, may be a very uſeful Subject; 
and if ſuch an one could be queſtion'd authoritatively about 
his Creed, he ought to have Leave to anſwer from his 
Heart, and be excuſed ; and when he is at Liberty to 
profeſs and practiſe in Religion as he thinks fit, if ne can- 
not commend that of his Prince and Country, he will 
never allow himſelf to revile it; and eſpecially if he 
loves his Prince, I mean his Perſon and Government, 
which is the Duty of every good Subject. What ſignifics 
Panegyrics in Thankſgiving Sermons, and bedropping 
the Royal Character with the foul Slaver of infincere 
Praiſe? What avails it, to be with one Hand, writing 
Encomiums upon His Majeſty's Piety, and with the 
other, to be pouring out Contempt upon the Religion 
of his Crown, and of his Heart? Is this the Portraiture 
of a good Subject? No. And if this Writer's Love to 
his Prince was pure, he would ſtudy the Quiet of his Go— 
vernment, and be afraid to ſpeak Evil of his Religion, 
Jeſt i: ſhould leſſen him is the Eſteem of his People; 
for in this very Eſteem, are hid the deepeſt and molt 
durable Foundations of public Repoſe.- - But away 
with his Daubing, it is lik? anvinting Aaron's Head, even 
until the Bear s Greele runs down Upon his Beard. 


"Tas Doctor ſcems refulved, at all Events, to render
